Some (ay, 
the accompliſhment ſhould bee at 
the death of Chriſt, and in the 
day of his paſſion , when all the 
world ſhould bee paſkonate for 
him,but not with him, for hee muſt 
tread the wine-prefſealone. Laſtly, 
and the leaſt in reputation of iudge- 
ment arcthe Iews, who cucn at this 
day vnderſtandit to bee meant of the 
warres of the Iſraclites, with Gog and 
Alagog,Exechiel,; 8.39. 
But that Iſccme not more opi. 
native then orthodoxall, I may 
ſafely ſay withthe precedent words

Tatcl of the prodigies that fell out 
at his birth,and of the wenders that 
were then lecne, I will bee the more 
ſparing to ſpeake, becauſc out of ho- 
ly Writ little can be (aid chereof; yet 
ifapproued hyſtorics may ſpeake,& 
Chronacles of eldertimes, may bee 
admitted for Records of truth, that 
-blefled Babe, even in his birth, by 
fignes and wonders was approved to 
be the vndoubted ſon of God, the 
Mcſlias and Saviourof all the world, 
It cannot be denied which holy Writ 
averreth, F ulget in terris lux nova ae 
ceo, An1 another ſtar appeared at 
his birth, and Angels were heard to 
publiſh hjispray(cs with glory in hea» 
ucn,pcace on carth, and good will a- 
mong men; yea, and toattend the 
preſence of that bleiIed Babe, Kings 
came 
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camefrom farre to offer their gifts, 
Kings of drabiaand Seba they offe- 


cedof their purcft gold, and ſweeteſt 
perfume; that which the ſhepheards 
heard from. hceauen keeping their 

flockes vpon the downes of Berhlqbe, 

they preached to me vpon this carth, 
and all theſe are holy wonders of ho- 
ly Record, ſhewing fignesfrom hea- 
ven vpon the approch of that bleſſed 
birth , whoſe breath, as ſome write, 
blew open the doores of that great 

Pantheon at Rome, | mean the Tem ple 
of all the Gentile gods, who vpon 
the bitth of Chriſt fell down & brake 
their necks,as Dagos did before the 
Arke. I mightteli how Divels were 
daunted at his comming, cſpecially 
when the time of his appearance drew 
necrc, and I will here onely mention 

wo Oracles of Apolo concerning 

this matter, one toa Pricſt, and the 
other toa Prince, 

A Prieſt of Fpo/lodemanding him of 5 
true Religion & of God, anſwere was 
made out of the hollow vault,O vn- 
tuppy Prieſt, why docſt thou aske

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meof God, that is the father of all 
things, and of this moſt renowmed 
Kings, dcearc,and onely ſonne,and of 
the ſpiritthat coneaineth all, Alas, 
that ſpirit will enforce me ſhortly to 
legue this habitation and place of 
Oracle. 
Suidarin The other Oracle was to Auguſtyr 
Ceſar, euen aboutthe very time of 
guſt Chriits birch,who deſirous to know 
; who ſhould raigne aftcr him, would 
nceds gocto Delphos, and withall 
lcarne what ſhould become of things 
when he was dead; to which Apollo 
for a great ſpace would makeno an- 
ſwcre, till C2/ar had importuned 
him from ſacrifice to lacrificetill he 
cameto the great Hecatomb:wheas 
it were enforced, Apotovttered thel: 
ſtrange words vnto him; A», H:brev 
Child that #uleth oner the bleſſed Goat, 
commandeth me to leane this habitation, 
and out of hand to get mee to Hell ; but

Alter in the Capitol, withthis inſcrip- Hyras.17, 
tion, Ara Primogentts Des, by both 
which you may ſce how Diuels were 
enforced to leave their habitations 
oncarth, vpon Chriſt his dwelling 
inour fleſh; his Incarnation was their 
exccution,and they were enforced to 
howle & vtter out their own miſerie. 
Whenit pleaſed him toſwaddle vs in 
his mercy, and ſo with this merciful 
myracle of our Sauiours birth, went 
the miraculous mercics of our deli- 
verance from ſinne, death, and di- 
uels: his bleſſed birth being attended © 
vpon, as I hauecſaid,to the wonder 
of al the world, withtheſc ſigns from 
aboue,and tokens below,harbengers 
of his moſt glorious and royal pre- 
| lence. 

From the wonders of his birth, it 
followeth wee came-to the wonders 
ſhewed at the death of Chriſt, when 
ypon the cffuſton of his bloud, there 
was a comotion of all creatures high 
and low, in heauen and on carth, all 

gricucd and groned to fce and _

hold ſo dolourousaſpeRacle: The 
Sunne was darkened, and the Moone 
became blondy, ſtars fell from hea- 


uen, and theearth quaked, rockes

nay more it wasa day of darkencilc, 
covering all the land as with a cur- 
eainez when heaven was ſhutfrom it 
ſhmc,and the graue was ſhaken,when 
that Kingdom of death and darkenes 
was conquered by Chrilt, whereby 
his death killed death,and by hislife 
gained ys life with immortality : ney 
more,was it nota wonder toſce how 


the vayle of the Temple rent, when 


mens hearts would not relcne 2: In a 
word, the foundations of the carth 
were out of courle ; and what had 
that riohteous one done?

Innocent 
heart, againſt whomhaſt thou Ima- 
gined cuil[?& yetart thou gor=d? I:1- 
nocent mouth, of whom haſt thou 
ſpoken cuill? and yet art thou (pun- 
ged?gracious face,8& coilcenance,vp« 
on whom ha(t chou lowred, and yet 
art thou ſpit vpon? head full of 
deawe, and lockes with the drops of 
the nighe, ſo wooing vs in grace, 
& now wedding vs in glory, how wer 
thy temples crowned with ſharpe 
thorncs,to the effuſio of thy blood ? 
and yetarewe ſcnſcleile of thy ſufte. 
ting? we hauc ſinned, and he hath 
{marted, the Iuſt forthe vniuſt, on 
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if we will be lent ill and Gay no- 
thing, to cleare the innocent, Sunne 
Moone and Starres, carth Rockes 
and Graues, will pleade the Lords 
quarrell,and ſay, what hath the righ- 
tcous done? When the man of God 
came out of [dah vnto Bethell, and 
Teroboam Rood by the Altar to offcr 
Incenſc,in reprehenſion of the kings 
Idolatcic, he crycd againſt the Altar, 
by the commandement of the Lord 
anJ (aid; Altar Attar, thus ſaith the 
Lord: Vbi alloquitur aram miliorens 
carde Teroboam, where and when he 
ſpake to the Altar ſofter then the 
heart of Icrobeam.

andtherforc pardon me yet further

eo ceaze vpon your religious cares, 
and hearts, on Gods behalfe, andin 
tender of your ſauce ſ{oules. Pardon 
me to pretle you to powerfull praier, 
thereby to make the Lord propiti- 
ous ,ayding;& alliſting,when workes 
of wonder, bath aboue and belowe, 
doc threaten our deſtruction. - 

The wicked in that day ſhal wring 
their hands, rent their garments, 
tcarc their haixc, and cry vypon the 
mountaines to fall ypon them : but 
the godly ſhall have boldnes in that 
day,thcy ſhall Ift vpthcir heads, and 


tion draweth neere : Yea, & as itis in 
my text, they ſhall call vpon the named 

the Lord,and be [aned. L fay,all fuchs 

fearc God, ſhall feare no fire, but cal 
7pon the name ofthe Loyd and be ſants. 
Yctſo,asthe holy Gholl eucr giue 
the guſt, power, and(pirit of prayct, 
without which it is no-perfume, but 
2 ftinch in the noſthrills of the Lord 
of Hoſt. And therefore as you may 
here (ce the bleſſed Apollle clearing 
the imputation of Drunkgnnes, boti 
n 
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in himſclfc, and thereſt his atſociatss 
cucn'inthe height of chat high feaſt 
of Penticoſt, doth inebriat the ſoulcs 
of Gods Saints, with a pregnant pro- 
phcſic of the abundance of the ſpi- 
rit which ſhould glad the hearts of 
the godly inthe latter daies. Sothen 
I may ſafcly ſay, that as the fire is 
knowne by it heate, the Sunne by it 
light, and the tree by itfruit, ſo may 
you by prayer, know whether the ſpi- 
rit of God be in you or no: Asalſo 
- whether ye ſhall be ſaued when pro- 
digics arcabroad, wonders in heauen 
abouc, and tokens on earth beneath, 
blood and fire and the yapour of 
ſmoake. Much prayer, and much 
paiſion, 18 cucr from a powerfull (pi- 
rit, anditargueth a Royall preſence 
of the holy Ghoſt for cuen as: in wa- 
ter face anſwereth face, ſo in plca of 
laluation, ſpirit anſwereth ſpirit,Geds 
ſpirit anſwereth our fpirit, that we are 
bis children, yea and the inſence of 
our praycr;anſwereth the perfume of 
his ſpirit, in which ſweet ayre weare 
carricd and breath vntoſaluation.
